THE KOWLOON-WHARVES AND 
GODOWNS. 


One of tho most rapid end marked chengos 
effected in the aspect of any part of the colony 
ia that which bas taken-place st Tajm Psa Tank 
Within the last few years. Four years or so ago, 
with the exception of the Naval establishment 
towards Yaumati, tho caatellated miniatura 
Police Station on the point, and a glimpes of a 
bangalow or two instiors, that part of the Kow- 
Joon side showed, little change sines it was ae. 
quired hy the British Gorornment in 1660; Tho 
first stop in the direction of tho present movo- 
mentafter the check given to the development of 
tha place by the typhoon of 1874 was tho con- 
struction of the massive Praya wall which uni 
rane from tho Naval Yard premises to the Point, 
and which was effected hy the Governmont for 
and at the exponse of q syndicate of capitalists 
who now form the Hongkong and Kowloon 
‘Wharf, Godown, and Cargo Boat ‘Company. The 
aren of. the gronnd (the greater part of which 
haa been reolainied);-belonging to tho Company, 
ia some 500,000 square feot with a sea frontage 
of about 2,000 feat, and. forma a fine expans for 
building purposes, which the owners commenced 
to turn to account ag goon as the roclamation 
was finished and the Praya wall built, 

‘Tho site was considered admirably adapted for 
wharves and godowns on account of its sheltered 
situation, depth of water, absonoe of currents, 
ond’ cheapness of the ground as compared with 
Jand on this side of the harbour aud it was con- 
sequently not long before six rows of fino 
granite coal sheds wore finished, cach capable of 
storing about 6,000 tons of coal. °  L, * 

It is not ou parposs to follor the graduat 
development of this property, but rather to, give 
a sketch of tho place aa wo find it to-day, after 
having beon allowed to inspect it through the 
courtesy of the managers snd under the in- 
telligent guidance of Mr. J. Isnoo Hughes, who 
has the netive supervision of the works, 

Tho six granito conl sheds montioned above 
are on the extreme wost of the property and 
aljoinjng the land belonging to the P. and O. 
Co; they mensnre 100 yards froma the Prays 
frontage to tho atreet at the back and are built 
in doublo form—a shed on either side of a good 
wide rosdway each open on the inner side front 
ing the roadway but otherwise closed in, @ pair 
of massive iron gates closing onch end. Parallel 
to the Praya and adjoining the road at the bsok 
are four open coal sheds each 100 yards long 
and conatrnoted of corrugated iron roofs sup- 
ported on woodon columns, Those four shods are 
also calculated to stord sonia 6,000 tous exch. 

To the centre of the property are four large 
two-storied gotowns for tho storage of gonoral 
cargo. These buildings are of granite, vory 
strongly built,and of s uniform charactor. Tho 


lower story is for heavy cargo, and’ the upper! 


for light: goods, Both floors ara ‘vary lofty, 
and tho whole thoroughly well vontilated and 
lighted. On the lower floors” tramways, to 
which ve shall refer presently, convey the cargo 
from the ships'to any part, while cargo is 
hoisted to the upper floors by moans of pulloys 
worked by stoam onginos below. These godowns 
aro built back td back, two on each sido of 4 
private roadway which leads from the Prays to 
tho streot at the hack. 

At tho west of the-two storfed godowns, front. 
ing the Praya, is fi large one-storiod gadown 
which in just.complated, with tho exception of a

Fang who is at Nuichau, "s town on the 
southern cost, with 2,000 Imperialist troops, 
to march from there ‘to the interior and 
attack tho rebels. on ‘the rear. But Fang 
declines to move. In Naichau thoro is wafoty, 
and the mareh to the mountains is difficult and 
perilous. Moreover, he is not a soldier and 
has no fanoy for the enterprise, These 9,000 
troops,—Gonoral Fénug's 7,000 and Fang’s 2,000 
men—nearly ‘half of whom are incapacitated by 
nickness from active service, represent tho whole 
of the Imperialist forces. They are all armod 
with breeobloaders, though of various makes, 
Martini-Henrys, Chissepots, and Mauser riflis, 
the latter of the roughest deseription, the bar- 
rels not being browned or the stocks polished 
or even smoothed.

THE STRANDING OF THE BRITISH 
STEAMER “ GREYHOUND.” 
¢ a oe 

Tha Gertian steamer Anton’ arrived hore on 
the 9th inst. with the cargo of the ‘stranded 
steamer Greyhound. Cuptain Aereboa has for- 
warded us tho followiss report — 

Loft Pakhoi ot 5 p.m. on the 4th inst. Ou 
the morning of tha Sth, at daylight, I steored 
for Nansa Point, whore the steamer Greyhound 
was reported:te ba ashoro, “After I sighted her, 
I wout as near as possibla and boarded her. I 
found tho shipiu a very bad situation, After 
sho had grounded, at 440 am. on the 2nd inst, 
the strong tide swept hor right om top of the 
Etone Reaf of Nausa Point, where she ig stand- 
ing now, abont.4 quarter of a mile off the Point, 
with about 24 to S$ fvat of water on top of tha 
stone alongaids tho ship at half tide. Her keel 
was broken amidships, but the ship was making 
vory little water. It was impossible for me to 
do anything for the Greyhound as there was not 
suffcient water for my ship to approach nearer 
than within a wile distance without’ danger. T 
took in all her cargo, bound for Hongkong, 352 
packages in all,. At 10.30 am. I went on my 
passage to Hoibow, whore I arrived at 9 p.m. 
the same day. Loft Hoihow for Hongkong on 
the morning of the 7th inst. Had. very strong 
monsoon and high ses, but very pleasant weather 
till arrival, F 

The British corvette Heroine retarnod on the 
Lith inst. from the Hainan Straits, whither sho 
want on thedth in order to render any servico that, 
might be possible to the stranded steamer Grey. 
hound on Nan Ba Poiat, She brings, howaver, 
but little additional news to that reported by the 
captain of tho Anfon some days ago. Tha 

eraine got ont to Nan Sa Point on the 3atur- 
day afternoon, and found the Greyhound aboat 
a mile from doop water, firmly wedged among 
some rocks. At low water her bottom wag 
almost dry and hor keel was broken, as dasotibed 
by the master of the nton. She was making » 
little water, but not more than the pumps could 
keep under with a faw hours’ working each day, 
and there is littl doubt that should the vessal 
be got off she will be well able to keep 
afloat te whatever port she may make for. She 
waa lying quite socuro in this position and 
uot working on the rocks, and the only wind, 
it seems likely, whioh would canse her much 
further damage ‘would be a blow from the 
Northward. Captain Thomas was inhopes that 
on tho 12th (to-day) the tide would rise suffl- 
ciently to float his vesael of. The Hervine waa 
unable to get near the Greyhound, and could 
render her no ‘assistance ; thare was a Chinese 
Revenue junk standing -by tho steamer to pro- 
teot her from looters, and the corvette being 
therofore not required, she left for Hoihow on 
Sunday. ~ sp :

This movement, abort which various reports 
have been published, is growing very sorions 
ond cawiing the grantest anxiety to the Kwang- 
tung Authorities. We aro now in rodeipt of 
particulars from Hoihow, which show how tho 
rebellion originated, and in -what positibn 
watters are at the present time. 
After the war in Tonquin a large. number of 
ffependod ol diary wero gett to. Hoinst and as 
they o nothing to do and a to have 
beer allowed, to retain their arms, They abortly 
commenced looting the villagus in the district of 
Ching Mai. This was in Febrosry last, and 
efter some collisions between them. and the 
troops, the Taotai at, Kinngshow at length 
came to an ment with these mbn .to 
transport_them,’.come _eightean.hnondred.. in 
nomber, to a place near Fakhui. Before 
doing. eo, howover, ho had to refer the matter 
to Canton, and the answer: was so loug 
delayed that when it errived only four handred 
of the men were to be found, the remainder 
having retired 1o the mountains of the interior. 
The remaining four hundred. then refined to 
leave, and he rebellion scon’ assumed larger 
proportions, some thres to four thousand Hak. 
as joining ‘the ‘maleontents, . Tho Hakkas are 
always ready for’s fray, and althongh .re- 
duded: to ‘submissions few years ago they 
have never been really loyal to the Authorities.

FINDING OF THE. COURT OF INQUIRY, 


A Naval Court assombled ut H.B.M2s Con- 
sulate, Kobe, on the Ist Novamber to inquire 
into the. canse or cansos of the wreek of the 
ateamer Nurmandvn, and to enquire into the 
conduct of the officers, master. und'erew of the 
said vosaol, on the acoasion of the said casualty. 
The Court was composed of Mr. James Troup, 
H.B.M’s Consnl, Capt. Jams Logan, steamer 
Travancore, and Capt. W. A. Gniland, steamer 
Claymore. The inquiry was concluded on the 
5th November, and the Court udjonrnod to con- 
aider ita dosivion. Upon re-assembling, the Pre- 
sident read the following he 

i FINDING. 

ThattheNormanton.waaasteam vessel, schovner 
rigged, of 1,583.45 tons rogister tounage, built at 
Scotswood-on-Tyna in 1882, and belonging to thy 
port of London, It appsars from the evidence 
given before this Court that she sailed from Yoko: 
hama at or about 6:30 p.m. on-the 23rd October, 
1886, bound for Hyogo with apart cargo of tea 
and general cargo, a crew of thirty-cight hands 
all told on the Articles, one China boy, 
us twouty-three Japanese passengers. 

The Ye amr on her voyage, passed fiva 
miles off Rock Taland, and steored wost-by-south, 
correct magautio, ing Omaisakiat 6.40 a.m. 
on the 24th, 14 miles off. From thero the course 
steered was weat-sonth-west. correct magnetic, 
until ¢ PRD the ship going nine and a-half knots. 
After passing Omaisaki the atmosphere was olesy, 
with clonda and fresh breenes from the oustward, 
uatil 4p.m, -Afterwardsit came gn to rain, tho 
wind blowing fresher from tho south-east.

Julging from the evidence the Court, vould con- 
sider it probable that the light on the oast ond of 
Ooshima was capped by afor at the time the 
veasel wasappronching, Thelookont on board ap. 
peatstotavebean good. The Court considers that 
the master, officers and others of the Hnropean 
orow did nll in their powortosavo.tho lives of the 
passengers who refaved to quit the vessal, nud of 
the Lasear tiramen, who appear to have become 
demoralized, and some of them perished.
